Ainoni*’ a (‘onsio-nnient of ]\lt‘xic*an inollusk.s transmitted to the 
l^iiit(‘d States National Museum l^yProf. .V. L. lleri'era for determina- 
tion, tliei*e ai’e two forms of Dryma /ev, wdiieli have not l)een previously 
noted. These ai'(^ Inu’e descril)ed and hii’ui’ed. 

DRYM/EUS HERRERiE, new species. 

Shell ovate. (‘Onie, thin, transliuamt. maiz('-yello\v with a little 
dai'kcr colored apex. Nepioiiic tunis two, moderately rounded, hav- 
inu’ the typical i^'rated sculpture. Succeeding- \vhorls moderately 
rounded, marked on the spire and l)ase by strong, 
longitudinal wrinkles, which ar(' litth* wider than 
the spaces that separate tlunii. Tlie entire surface 
is also ci’ossed hy numerous very tine, closely, and 
subeijually s])ac(Hl spiral striatioiis, whi(‘h are a 
little inoi‘(‘ strongly (h‘veloped about the uml)ilical 
area of the base than neai* the summit of the turns. 

Sutures strongly impressed, rcnuhu’ed subserrulate 
by the wrinkles on the summit of the whorls. Base 
narrowly perforate, the umbilicus being partly con- 
cealed by tlie whit(‘. sti-aight columella, which is 
broadly (‘xpanded and reflected at the base. Aper- 
tui’e decidedly ol)li(jue. oval. (^ut(‘r lip thin, semi- 
transj)arent. 

Four specimens of this species were collected by Prof. II. L. Herrera 
at Bonanza Zimaj^au, Hidalgo, ^lexico. The tv})e and one additional 
specimen form Cat. No. F.S.N.^M. Tin* type has six and one- 

eighth whorls and measui’es: Altitude. mm.: greater diameter, 10 
mm.: lesser diameter, 0 mm.: length of aperture*. lo.3 mm. Another 
specimen has six and one-tifth whoi-lsand measui‘(*s: Altitude, 21.3 mm. 

An immatui*e individual shows a faint angulation at the periphery. 
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DRYMiEUS HERRERA VERACRUZENSIS, new subspecies. 

Shell like J>. but a tritie stouter and stroug-er. marked by 

three dark bi*own spiral color bands, of which the ])osterioi* two show 
strongly upon the spii*e of the last three whoi’ls; 
on the earlier whorls tlu^v are mai'ked veiw faintly 
only. The upper l)and is the narrow(\st, and girds 
the whorls a little posterior to the middle between 
the sutures. The middle one is the l)i*oadest: it 
is situated immediately above tlu‘ periphery, l)eing 
completely exposed al)Ove the suture; the l)asal 
one, which is about half as wide as the periphei*al 
band, eucirclcs the base a little posterior to its 
middle. The white columella is sti'oug, straight, 
and In-oadly expanded and reflected at base. 

The type has six and one-(Ughth whorls and 
measures: Altitude, 2o mm.: greater diameter, 
11.5 mm.: lesser diameter, 10 mm.: aperture alti- 
tude, 12.M mm. The type was collected by Prof. 
11. L. Herrera at Cordova, Vera (l*uz, Mexico, and is entered as Cat. 
No. J 02903, r.S.N.M.
